„Careful consideration should be given to 
a plan for selecting men for secret service 
work alone and not have them interchange- 
able with patrolmen, having a line of promo- 
tion within that clees itself.” 


Scores Transfer System. 

The transfer system in vogue is character- 
jzed as a deterrent to the best performance 
of duty and the vebicle for favoritism. It 
is objected to as a means of enforcing dis- 
cipline and termed demoralizing. 

“While a patrolman will not come out in 
the open and testify he is stopped from per- 
forming his duty for fear of transfer, such 
is the case,“ says the report. 

The standard of examinations for all 
grades above the rank of sergeants is urged. 
The present examinations are not sufficiently 
Severe to obtain the type of men desired for 
the commanding officers, it is said. The 
system of efficiency markings tends to pass 
men who are deficient in qualifications, it is 
stated. A change in the appointing power 
of the chief from the lists also 18 
suggested in line with the ruling given Chief 
McWeeny by the mayor recently.

“Herve Center” of Handbooks, 

The civil service commission asserts that 
when it started its investigation more than 
500 handbooks and gambling places were 
in operation in Chicago. The number now, 
although not stated, is said by the commis- 
sion to be at “the lowest minimum.” 
“The nerve center of the handbook busi- 
ness, reads the report, is the racing news 
service furnished by the Mont Tennes com- 
bination. There is some 
pendent service, but the monopoly of Ten- 
nes was practically complete. The service 
ie received and disseminated largely by tele- 
phone, both Bell and Automatic Tennes 
can be eliminated from the field by the 
continuation of the present police activity.” 

One of the Tenens methods is given as 
the corrupting of the individual members 
of the gambling squad. In addition, the 
police are charged with tipping off contem- 
plated raids. The ingenuity and daring of 
the handbook operators also made it diffi- 
cult to locate and drive out this particular 
form of gambling. 
Several instances are given of the frequent 
refuses and departs for home. 
Some space is devoted to flat joints,” 
where the commission says this system 
obtains. The precinct station is paid $50 
a day for each cinch table used. Each game 
has from four to six boosters and each re- 
ceives $5 a day. One or more games have 
an outside man who coliects the money won 
by the cappers and returns it to the gume- 
keeper. He receives about $20a day. After 
all expenses are paid the owner splits the 
profits with the man who controls the privi- 
lege. He may be an inspector, captain, or 
a politician. 

From the information the commission con- 
cludes: 
“That these games have gone on unmo- 
lested by the police indicates clearly. one of 
two things—either inefficiency or corruptness 
of the police force. The police department, 
shifting from one location to another. Auto- 
mobiles were found to be. used to convey 
players to gambling places in the residence, 
districts. 


Gambling Allowed in Streets. 
The commission asserts considerable gam- 
bling has been permitted in the public thor- 
oughfares. Games were conducted at the 
Eagie's carnival in South Chicago, at the 
Thirty-first street carnival, along Thirty- 
fifth street during the Gotch-Hackenschmidt 
wrestling match, about the “101 ranch 
shows in various parts of the city, and for 
the greater part of the summer around River- 
view park. 

Some dime museums are said by the com- 
mission to depend upon games for their ex- 
istence. The system there is to catch the 
stranger who displays a roll of money in buy- 
ing his ticket, and after the show steer him 
against a chance game where he cannot win. 


$50 a Day for “Cinch Table.” 

These places prosper, in the opinion of the 
commission, because the victim when he 
makes complaint to the police is informed 
he must take out a warrant and remain in 
Chicago to prosecute thecase. The stranger 
actively and honestly administered, can sup- 
press open public gambling. Under a propertly 
organized amd administered police force there 
is no necessity or excuse for a gambling 
squad such as the one now in operation. 

If the gambling squad can locate and raid 
handbooks and gambling houses in precincts 
with which they are unfamiliar, the ineffi- 
ciency of the commander of that precinct in 
failing to so raid and suppress gambling is 
conclusively shown.“

No rec- 
ords are kept of those persons except by 
the plain clothes men, who report directly to 
the commanding officer in charge. 

The commission asgerts that it has made no 
investigation of pandering or white slavery 
except as incidental] to voiice administration. 

“Through its investigations, however,“ 
reads the communication to the mayor, “ it 
has procured and turned over evidence which 
resulted in a sentence for pandering of one 
year in the house of correction and a $300 
Ane.“ 


Calls Freiberg’s “Criminals’ Den.” 


Regarding dance halle the commission says 
that it has barely: touched upon the subject, 
and then adds: 

“The notorious Freiberg dance hall on 
Twenty-second street, run in open violation 
of the ordinance, both as to lack of license 
and the sale of liquors after hours, a resort 
for criminals of all types, the haunt of dis- 
reputable women, is the worst place of its 
type in the city. Many others catering to 
the young are under observation and reports 
are coming in regarding the same. 

On the sale of drugs the report says: 

“The open sale of cocaine, opium, and 
other drugs of like nature Is carried on in 
alarming quantities in direct violation of 
the law, with unquestioned police knowledge 
and probably police protection. Many drug 
houses are engaged in the cocaine and mor 
phine trade, selling without prescriptions or 
any questions askea. 


Points to Cocaine Sales. 


Certain physicians are also giving pre- 
scriptions to habitual users for a small fee; 
others not druggists or physicians are doing 
the largest trade. One man in particular has 
a daily trade of from $50 to $200 per day at 
a profit of 50 per cent. This man employs 
peddlers and other agents and a hundred or 
more customers come to his house each day 
when trouble is not feared. This place is 4 
well known “ fence” as well. It is visited 
almost daily by the police. 

The commission says saloons which cater 
to men alone seldom violate the 1 o'clock 
closing ordinance, except occasionally there 
is a small crowd willing to spend an hour or 
two and some money. The intimation ts that 
those which habitually keep open cater to 
women, gamblers, or thieves. 

No sane man of ordinary city experience 
can argue for a moment that such places 

can keep open without the knowledge and 
23 consent of the police,” says the com- 
mission.

Delay Denied; Buckingham 
Tells How First Attempt 
to Organize It Failed. 


HAD TO BORROW $15,000,000 


Insists Nothing Was Done at 
Meetings Concerning Busi- 
ness of Separate Plants. 


The ten indicted packers, after failing to 
induce Judge Carpenter to stop the» trial 
again, settled back yesterday and heard their 
counsel defend the National Pac com- 
pany as purely independent of the business 
} of Swift, Armour, or Morris company trade. 
The opening address in behalf of the beef 
men denied the National directors ever con- 
sidered anything at the meetings save the 
legitimate business of the compeny itself. 

The day started with the overruling by 
Judge Carpenter of the packers’ plea for 
the striking out of two counts in the indiet- 
ment charging violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust act. The packers’ counsel asked for a 
recess to decide whether they should make 
an opening statement or allow the govern- 
ment to bring on the first witness. 1 

A little later George T. Buckingham, who 
now appears as the representative of the 
Swift interests instead of Morris & Co., be- 
gan the address that occupied the rest of the 
day. Today M. W. Borders of Morris & Co. 
counsel will address the jury, and there is 
little chance of evidence before Christmas. 
There may be @ recess today. until next Tues- 
day. 


Buckingham Begins Plea. 

Mr. Buckingham told of the meetings of 
the National Packing company directors 
attending to its business and not the busi- 
ness of the Armour corporation, the Swift 
corporation, or the Morris corporation.“ 

He did not mention the fact—as the gov- 
ernment asserts-that however prices of the 
‘three corporations were reached, they were 
identical. He did not mention that allow- 
ances for hides, for example, were given out 
on the same day. 

He did discuss a phase of construction of 
the Sherman act's meaning, that only such 
corporations ag injured the public interest 
were included in the act’s prohibitiona. The 
thought and language were singularly Am- 
Har to the thought and language of Bourke 
Cockran in his denunciation of certain trust 
prosecutions before 500 Chicago bankers 
and lawyers and business men the preceding 
evening. 


Tells Secrets of Forming Company. 
He told about the approval counsel had 
given Armour, Swift, and Morris when they 
started the conetruction of the National 
Packing company. He also revealed some 
incidents of the formation that were not gen- 
erally known. Among them were these: 

The three founders each contributed 
$1,000,000 as protection of good faith dur- 
ing negotiations for the division of the 
stock of the packing company, which was 
to buy the properties of all three plants. 

One or two months later J. Ogden Ar- 
mour purchased the Hammond Packing 
and G. H. Hammond companies, Edward 

Morris, the United Dressed Beef com- 

pany, and Gustdvus Swift, the Omaha 

Packing company and others. 

Each paid out his own money, osten- 

eibly for himself, but buying them un- 
der the contract covering the major 

transaction, and really owned in the same 
wey. 

The financing of the proposed corpora- 
tion collapsed, leaving the three with 
$15,000,000 investments and no money for 
carrying out the consolidation. They 
were forced to form only the purchased 
plants into one company, and for this 
project succeeded in borrowing from 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., E. H. Harriman, and 
others in New York $15,000,000. 


Fails to Speak of U. 8. Activity. 
Mr. Buckingham attributed the failure of 
the original plan of May, 1002, to the financial 
conditions. He did not speak of the govern- 
ment activity of about that time. 

As a matter of fact, it was on May 10, 1902, 
that the government filed a petition for an 
injunction against Swift & Co., Armour & Co., 
Morris & Cp., the Hammond Packing com- 
pany, G. H. Hammond company, and others, 
a petition to which the packers demurred. it 
was not until Feb. 18, 1003, that the opinion in 
favor of the government's contention was 
given. 

The packers’ plans for a substitute organi- 
zation had not then beer effected, and it is a 
matter of record that the prelimmary injunc- 
tion was not actually entered until April 4, 
1908. In that six weeks interim, March 18, 
1908, the present National Packing company 
came into existence. Subsequently, on May 
26, the final decree was entered, and on Jan. 
81, 1905, the Supreme court affirmed it. 


Quotes from Taft’s Message. 
Mr. Buckingham, who did not take up these 
legal coincidents to the change in plan, spent 
a good part of the day in instructing the 
jury in just how a “‘beef critter” was brought 
from the range and inducted into the slaugh- 
ter pen. 
He described the growth of the different 
packing plants into their present dimensions, 
and declared mere size of corporations no 
reason for condemning them, quoting briefly 
from President Taft's remarks on anti-trust 
law construction carlier in the month. The 
chief point taken up was the question of 
“injury to the public” through combina- 
tlon—“ if there was combination.”  — 
The law is not concerned,” he said, “with 
mere questions of bookkeeping or trade sys- 
tems. but rather the injury thet ip done to 
the public, if any is done, by the undue and 
unreasonable enhancement of es.

The fearlese Peter Bartzen yesterday 
ducked an investigation of charges of graft 
and crookedness in his administration. 
Friends of Ballard Dunn, deposed head of 
the county civil service commission, give

whould include Bartsen. He placed a res 
“olution in the hands of Commissioner Har- 
ris to be presented to the county board: 
Perhaps Bartsen heard about ft. At any 
rate Bartzen did not write a letter. as he 
said he would, nor present a resolution to 
the board, as he said would be done, order- 
— 4 Dunn to produce evidence of corrup- 
For his failure he gave 2 lame excuse, He 
said the papers had quoted Dunn as charg- 
ing graft and corruption, while in fact Dunn 
hed only said he had received charges of 
graft and crookedness, The truth is that 
three of the four morning newspapers which 
first published Dunn’s statement did not 
quote him as personally charging graft. 


Ready to Vote for Dunn Resolution. 

Not because of their love for Dunn but be- 
os use of their opposition to Bartzen, it is 
said a majority of the county commission- 
ers were ready to vote for the Dunn resolu- 
tion. Its text was not made public, but a 
person said to have seen it said: 

The resolution practically was a censure 
of Bartzen’s administration so far as it re- 
lates to the merit system. It charged him 
with interfering and meddling with the 
proper Administration of the law and with at- 
tempts to evade and sidestep an obedience to 
the statute. It covered more than two type- 
written pages and cited @ few instances where 
Bartzen was alleged to have thrown his in- 
fluence against the spirit, at least. of the 
law. It named instances where lack of ac- 
tion on the part of Bartzen in complying 
with the rules of the merit board tended to 
menace discipline and efficiency. 


Internes Not Laid Off? 

“One of those, I remember, was in refer- 
ence to overcrowding the county hospital 
with internes. The-county board ordered 
the uselebs internes laid off and I believe 
the resolution asserted the merit board has 
not received any notification that the order 
has been complied with. 

There was also something about the elec- 
tion in the civil service commission. The 
statutes assert that the board members shal! 
elect officers and the resolution asserts that 
Bartzen dominated the situation and really 
named the officers, It said something about 
reinstating Dunn as président and directing 
the board to start a sweeping investigation. 

“The. resolution was a stinger to put in 
the board records; but Bartzen mut be hit 
with a brick before he will be good. Tou can 
say that resolution would have been adopted 
if the Republicans had voted for it, and it 
1 a safe bet that they would have done go, 
although having no advance information.” 


More Trouble Due for Bartzen. 

Thie side play at the board meeting was 
only an echo of other trouble which rumor 
says is being planned for Bartzen. It is 
said by certain commissioners that the rules 
provide that Bartzen as president of the 
board shall make his appointments ‘before 
Dec. 31. They want those appointments 
made before the appropriation bill is passed. 
They are especially interested in the super- 
intendency of the Oak Forst infirmary and 
desire that Edward N. Stein be ousted be- 
cause he ts credited with an administration 
which has brought discredit upon the county 
board. 

The almost continual disclosu~es of loose 
administration will have an effect on the 
county primaries and election in 1912 which 
certain commissioners are anxious to coun- 
teract. Bartgen has reappointed only one 
office holder—Frederick Greer as a member 
of the civil service commission: 


Demand Concessions from Bartsen.

Pleads for Monetary Reform. 

On the suoject of monetary reform thé 
President, among other things in his message, 
says: f 

“The recognition of the gross imperfec- 
tions and marked inadequacy of our banking 
and currency system even in our most quiet 
financial periods is of long standing, and later 
there has matured a recognition of the fact 
that our system is responsible for the extraor- 
dinary devastation, waste, and business 
pafalysis of our recurring periods of panic.

I wish to urge that whenever a 
project has been adopted by congress as 
one to be completed, the more money which 
can be economically expended in its con- 
struction in each year, the greater the ulti- 
mate economy. This has especial applica- 
tion to the improvement of the Mississippi 
river and its large branches.” 

He recommends that the appropriation for 
the improvement of the Missouri river in 
order to provide a permanent channel 6 feet 
deep between Kansas City and St. Louis 
be increased to $2,000,000 annually, so that 
the work may be finished in ten years. 


Asks Justice for Workers 
. Disoussing the work of the commission ap- 
pointed by the last congress to investigate 
and report on the question of employers Ha- 
bility and workmen's compensation, the 
president says: 

“ This cofmmission has been at work hold- 
ing hearings, gathering data, and consider- 
ing the subject, and it is expected will be able 
to report by the first of the year, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the law.

Wants Civil Service Extended. 

The president renews his recommenda- 
tion that all the local offices throughout the 
country, including collectors of internal rev- 
enue, collectors of customs, postmasters, un- 
migration commissioners, and marshals, 
should be by law covered into the classified 
service, the necessity for confirmation by the 
senate be removed, and the president and the 
others whose time now is taken up in dis- 
tributing this patronage under the custom 
that has prevailed since the beginning of the 
government and in accordance with the 
recommendation of the senators and con- 
gtessmen of the majority party should be 
relieved from this burden. 

“I am confident,” he says, that such a 
change would greatly reduce the cost of ad- 
ministering the government, and that it 
would add greatly to ita efficiency. It would 
take away the power to use the patronage of 
the government for political purposes. When 
officers are recommended by senators and 
congressmen from political motives and for 
political services rendered, it is impossible 
to expect that while in office the appointees 
will not regard their tenure as more or less 
dependent upon continued political service 
for their patrons, and no regulations, how- 
ever stiff or rigid, will prevent this, because 
euch regulations, in view of the method and 
motive for selection, are plainly inconsistent 
and deemed hardly worthy of respect.”

BLOW TO LORIMER FORCE. 


Support of Governor’s Waterway 
Plan May Mean Alliance 
in Politics. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 21.—[ Special. I—In 
one of the most striking and significant sec- 
tions of the message he sent to congress to- 
day, President Taft urges national codpera- 
tion with the state of Illinois in the construc- 
tion of the lakes-to-the-gulf deep water- 
way. The president indorses unequivocally 
the waterway and water power development 
plan advocated by Gov. Deneen, but which 
has been defeated three times by the Lori- 
mer aggregation in the Illinois legisla ture. 
There is an absence in the president's utter- 
ance of any approval for the Lorimer water- 
way scheme. 

The chief executive urges congress to con- 
tinue the special board of engineers for the 
purpose of negotiating with a commission 
representing Illinois an arrangement where- 
by the national and state governments will 
operate in creating a deep waterway from 
Lockport to the mouth of the Illinois river, 
“in conjunction with the development of 
water power by that state between Lockport 
and Utica.” 

This trenchant recommendation is the di- 
rect result of the efforts made by Gov. De- 
neen to enlist the interest and assistance of 
the president. Hitherto the president has 
been accused of being lukewarm toward the 
lakes-to-the-gulf project. The governor con- 
verted him into an enthusiastic supporter of 
the plan. 

May Involve Politics. 
There is a measure of political significance 


attached to the president’s unqualified m- 


dorsement of the Denecn plan. Politicians 
think it means that Taft and Deneen are 
working in perfect harmony not only with 
reference to the waterway but also on party 
matters. The section of the message refer- 
ring to the waterway follows: 

“The project for a navigable waterway 
from Lake Michigan to the mouth of the Iili- 
nois river and thence via the Mississippi to 
the Gulf of Mexico is one of national impor- 
tance. In view of the work accomplished dy 
the sanitary district of Chicago, which has 
constructed the most difficult and costly 


of the nation, and in view of the fact that the 
people of Illinois have authorised the expen- 
diture of $20,000,000 to carry - this waterway 
sixty-two miles farther to Utica, | feel that it 
is fitting that this work should be supple- 
mented by the government and that the ex- 
penditures recommended by the special board 
of engineers on the waterway from Utica to 
the mouth of the Illinois river be made upon 
lines which, while providing a waterway for 
the nation, should otherwise benefit that 
state to the fullest extent. 

I recommend that the term of service of 
this special board of engineers be continued 
and that it be empowered to reopen the ques- 
tion of the treatment of the lower iilinois 
river and to negotiate with a properly consti- 
tuted commission representing Inn mots and to 
agree upon a plon for the improvement ot the 
lower Illinois river and upon the extent to 
which the United States may properly co- 
operate with the state In securing the con- 
struction of a navigable waterway from 
Lockport to the mouth of the I) Mnols river in 
conjunction with the daveiopment of water 
powér by that state between Lockport and 
Utica.” 


Deneen Shows Canal Need. 

Gov. Deneen demonstrated to the presi- 
dent the need of immediate action to com- 
plete the Mississippi valley waterway sys- 
tem. He sketched a map showing that the 
Chicago drainage district had completed a 
$66,000,000 waterway to Lockport, that the 
government has expended more than $100,- 
000,000 on the Ohio, Mississippi, and Missouri 
rivers and is ready to expend $1,000,000 on 
the Illinols river between Utica and the 
Miesissippi, thus leaving only one undevel- 
oped gap—¢he sixty miles between Lockport 
and Utica. 

The governor's efforte and the president's 
recommendations put the matter up to the 
Lorimer obstructionists and it is expected

ACT KNOCKED OUT 


Supreme Court Holds Measure 
Unconstitutional ; Ends 
Second Hearing. 


WAYMAN READY TO ACT. 


Attempted; First Levy 
Was $138,400. 


Following d decision of the state Supreme 
court yesterday holding for the second time 
that the forest preserve act is unconstitu- 
tional, State’s Attorney Wayman declared 
that should an attempt be made to collect the 
taxes levied by the forest preserve commis- 
sion he would start proceedings to enjoin 
their collection. 

“The county treasurer has no authority 
under the law to collect this tax, said Mr. 
Wayman, “and every taxpa in paying 
his taxes should see to it that proper deduc- 
tion Is made before he pays. If any effort 10 
made to collect this tax this office will file 


a bill to enjoin the same.“ 


In ita decision the Supreme court held the 
act unconstitutional in an opinion equally as 
sweeping as its fret ruling, handed down on 
June 20, 1011. ‘The second decision ends a 
rehearing of the original case, demanded by 
the forest preserve commission. 

The commission, which was appointed by 
William Busse near the end of his term as 
presdent of the county board, exercised its 
taxing powers on Nov, 10, although the Su- 
‘preme court had declared the law unconstl-

Levy ot $138,400 Knocked Out, 

The commissioners ordered a tax levy tothe 
amount of $138,400 to cover appropriations 
made by them to pay their own salaries, court 
expenses, and various other items.

9 preserve act was passed by the 
legislature and approved June 16, 1800, with 
a referendum clause. It was adopted by the 
vote at the election on Nov. 8 1910. Before 
leaving the office of president of the county 
board Busse appointed a commission cre- 
ated by the law. His right to do so was ques- 
tioned and on Dec. 2, 1910, State’s Attorney 
Wayman began quo warranto proceedings 
in the Superior court to test the right of the 
commissioners to exercise the powers grant- 
ed in the act. Judge Dever held the act con- 
stitutional. An appeal waa then taken and 
the Supreme court held the law was not con- 
stitutional. The commissioners then filed a 
petition for a rehearing, which was granted. 


Grain Inspection Law Upheld. 

That the state grain inspection service 
is a department of the state government, 
that its fees are public money, that they 
must be turned into the state treasury, and 
that they can be disbursed only by legisla- 
tive appropriations are propositions held in 
the proceeding brought by the Chicago 
board of trade against Chief Grain Inspector 
W. Scott Cowen. 

This proceeding was to prevent application 
to the grain department of the new law 
which requires all fees received by variour 
officials, boards, and commissioners to be 
turned into the treasury, and it involved the 
question of that act's constitutionality. In 
the court’s opinion, which. was prepared 
by Justice Dunn. the law is held to be valid. 


Marie Chapel Oase Reversed. 

Action of an ecclesiastical tribunal, where 
property rights are invéived, ts not binding 
on civil courts was the doctrine laid down 
in reversing the decree and dsmisesing the 
dill of Marie Methodist Episcopal church 
againet Trinity Methodist Episcopal church, 
which came on appeal from the Superior 
court of Cook county.

Economical Housekeeping 


Christmas, Fixins. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HOSE who like to see their tables rather 
highly decorated at festival times nat- 
urally seek what we may call the little 
foods, as something that, while gratify- 
ing the eye. will also stimulate the ap- 

petite and gratify the palate. These little 
things are served at the. beginning of the 
meal—hors d’ceuvres or “raw bits,” also the 
canape—little things like almonds and olives 
between courses to nibble on, and tidbits 
wherever a wait comes, 

At the beginning of the meal we may have 
the radish and whatever else we choose for 
raw bits, or the canape or the cocktail—tfruit 
or oyster. 

Oyster Cocktaii—Allow from four to eight 
oysters to a glass—eight small ones are per- 
haps best. Put in glasses and chill on ice. 
For four glasses, mix two scant teaspoons of 
horseradish with the juice of one large lemon, 
two teaspoonfuls of tomato catsup, and per- 
haps a bit of tabasco sauce. Ice shells made 
by setting on patty tin half filled with water 
in other so filled, freezing, and then warming 
slightiy, but not enough to melt them, are 
sometimes used to serve an oyster cocktail in. 


> 
The canape which takes the place of the 
cocktall is often designed to be a thirst in- 


“spirer, but it need not necessarily be this, It 


is a plece of toast, daintily prepared and 
shaped, on which-rests some dainty or upon 
which is spread some of the various butters or 
pastes. For the Christmas time the toast may 
be star shaped. On this may rest hard boiled 
eggs, and the whites and yolks chopped sepa- 
rately and covered with a sharp or piquant 
sauce, Some of these, for instance a piece of 
toast covered with Parmesan cheese and 
sprinkled with paprika or red pepper, and then 
heated, may be just exactly like the decora- 
tion sometimes used for consommé. Chicken 
and ham may be ground together, rather 
highly seasoned, and served on these little 
pieces of toast. 

Anchovy and other butters, sardine and 
other pastes, deviled meats, fancy sausages, 
various pickled and prepared fish and caviar, 
are all used for canapes with such accom- 
paniments as pimento, paprika, capers, nuts, 
cheese, olives, chutney, and the tiny pickled 
onion which is used especiélly in salads. 

Anchovy Butter—To two tablespoons of but- 
ter beaten to a cream gradually add one table- 
spoon of anchovy paste or essence, and spread 
on prepared toast. 

Sardine Paste—Bone sardines and work into 
paste with large kitchen spoon. Add a pinch 
of mustard and a little of the sardine oll if 
the paste is not thin enough. 

Anchovy 
on toast in the shape of a cross, with grated 
egg in between the arms, sprinkle the whole 
with chopped parsley. 

Danish Relish—Mix two tablespoonfuls of 
freshly grated horseradish with two ounces of 
creamery butter, and cover thin squares of 
pumpernikel th this preparation. Put long, 
narrow strips of smoked salmon lengthwise 
and crosswise on top of this, and place a caper 
in each of the little — spaces, 


Pumpernikel is considered by some people 
as the best bread in the world with which 
to eat cheese, and we may have this with our 
coffee and cheese instead of the water crack- 
ers, before eating which we nee to have our 
teeth insured. We may also have a tiny pum- 
pernikel sandwich of the bread and butter 
simply, or with a little grated ish, at 
the beginning of the meal instead of a canape. 


Celery, olives, pickles, salted nuts, are some 


of the tidbits to have between or with courses. 
When duck is served, pickled cherries are the 
proper thing. Olives are always agreeable 
for nibbling purposes, and those which are

LONDON, Dec. 21.—George Alexander Red- 
ford has resigned as examiner of plays. The 
resignation is the result of the recent ap- 
pointment of Charles E. Brookfield to act 
as joint examiner. 

The announcement of the appointment of 
Brookfield in November was received in 
London with incredulity at first and then 
with amazement. When George Bernard 
Shaw heard it he fainted, according to a 
report that went about town. 

Mr. Brookfield figured conspicuously in the 
proceedings before the special committee 
which investigated the censorship of plays. 
Mr. Redrord had been examiner of plays 
since 1895. 

It is understood that Mr. Redford resigned 
because Mr. Brookfield was appointed to as- 
sist him. Mr. Hedford tonight declined to 
discuss the matter beyond saying: “ After 
all, seventean years of reading bad plays is 
quite enough for any man.”

N the rooms of the Visiting Nurses’ 
association there is a motto which 
reads: 
“The old order changeth, giving 
place to the new.” 
The new view of io nurses is that 
more good ig done by preventing than by 
curing. 


Mrs. Tenney’s report for 1000 said: 

“The nurses’ work, as much as any 
one’s, is making such words as conserva- 
tion, codperation, social betterment, effi- 
ciency, prevention, into a living dictionary. 
Probably the founders of the institution 
judged alleviation as the nurses’ first duty, 
but, us intelligence about preventable ills 
has increased and the nurses’ ‘hold upon 
the districts has grown firmer, allevia- 
tion is given second place, and all hope 
is centered in prevention.” 

Miss Fulmer said: 

We have found that prevention is the 
cheaper method , of accomplishing our 
work and costs less than doetors and 
medicines. Warm clothes, nourishing 
food, milk and eggs, cost less than tonics. 
It 16 false reasoning to send a nurse and 
doctor to children who are ill from lack 
of clothing and nourishing ay 

Winslow, in the American Journal of 
Nursing, says that public health is pass- 
ing through a humanistic stage. He is of 
the opinion that, while some of the mis- 

sionaries of sanitation will be physicians, 

most. of them will be nurses, He quotes 
as follows from the examination paper 
of a student in Columbia ‘university: 
. “The nurse is the Grant, the Blücher 
of the campaign. She has come up with 
her splendid training, her many talents, 
her ready sympathy, and her mother heart 
at the crisis in the battle. Those who 
have fought long and hard may take 
courage. The victory will be soon. Water- 
loo is in sight.“ 

Not least among the accomplishments 
of the visiting nurses is that they have 
mothered so many of Chicago’s best move- 
ments. The tubérculosis movement, 
school nurses, and child welfare are their 
children—and when those children have 
been strong enough to fly out from the 
nest, the mother heart has been big enough 
to help them go and not repine. 

All of this is true. It commends the vis- 
iting nurse to the judgment of men and 
women, 

But one cannot help but feel more of 


sympathy with their work as alleviators 


of suffering. One hundred thousand visits 
paid to 20,000 people, visits to 1,500 cases 
of contagion and a similar number of cases 
of consumption or a score of similarly i- 
luminating items might be noted. Daily 
they go into the homes of those who suffer, 
carrying sympathy quite as much as relief. 
Nor should we forget the other side. As 
Miss Fulmer says: 

“The people of Chicago send this 
gtoup of women forth as scouts in the 
warfare against disease, as an alleviating 
agency for those in bodily ills; but the 
public at large would do well to listen to 
8 story that year after year, day after 

day, those people are bringing back from 

the highways and byways of the living 
places of the masses. Come with us to 
the other side and see why we are sound- 
ing the note of wholesome discontent.” 

The visiting nurses are humanising the 
rich and the, poor. 

They deserve a happy Christmas.

In the summer the bedding is brought 
out in the sun a couple of times a week. 
And they drink plenty of water at about the 
game temperature as the body the first thing 
in the morning and the last at night, get 
plenty of regular sleep and bathe at least 
once a week, and only eat and drink what 
agrees with them three times a Gay, and 
sparingly at that.

COMMERCE COURT. FOBS HAPPY 


Interstate Board’s Indictment 
Aids Fight on Tribunal. 


ITS MEMBERS ARE ANGRY. 


Case to Be Determined Largely by Su- 
preme Beneh Rulings. 


[BT A STAFF CORRESPONDENT,} 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 21. [Special. ]— 
The agitation in and out of congress for the 
abolition of the Commerce court has been 
given _ impetus by tte interstate commerce 
commissién’s indictment of the tribunal on 
the ground of being unduly partial to the 
railroads. 

The commission's annual report sets forth 
in detail its complaints against the court for 
enjoining orders favorable to shippers, and 
this arraignment will be quoted in congress 
when Senator Borah's and Representative 
Sims’ bills for the repeal of the Commerce 
court are considered. The opponents of the 
court are gleeful over the stand taken by 
the commission and are confident the bill will 
pass congress, though they know it will be 
vetoed by the president, and are not hopeful 
of passing it over the executive disapproval. 


Members of Court Angry. 

The members of the court are angry, al- 
though they are not Saying anything for 
publication, and gre striving to maintain a 
perfect judicial Ppassiveness. Martin A. 
Knapp, head of the court, and Judge Car- 
land, the only members here now, said tuday 
— had no reply to make to the commis- 
sion. 

The commission specified twenty-seven 
cases in twenty of which the court had de- 
cided in favor of the railroads, while of the 
seven decided in favor of the shippers only 
three, it said, were of any magnitude. The 
advocates of abolishing the tribunal! say this 
proves their charge that it is a “ railroad 
court and explains the eagerness of the 
railroad lobby to have such a court created. 

The case for and against the Commerce 
court will be largely determined, however, 
by the Supreme court in passing on the 
cases in which partiality’ toward the rall- 
roads has been charged and which have been 
appealed to the tribuna! of last resort by 
the government. The principal one is the 
intermountain long and short haul case in 
which the commission was declared by the 
Commerce court to have actéd beyond its 
jurisdiction in devising a blanket readjust- 
ment of rates. 


- Will Be Argued in February. 

This case will be argued in February and 
@ score of other cases appealed from Com- 
merce court decisions will be heard by the 
Supreme court next month. If the Supreme 
court's decisions should strikingly reverse 
the Commerce court the charges that the 
new tribunal unduly favors the railroads Wi: 
receive substantiation. The demand for iis 
abolition would be strengthened. 

But it the Commerce court should be up- 
held conspicuously it will deem itself vin- 
dicated and the commission rebuked. Such 
an issue would prove a setback to the pend- 
ing bills and might defeat them entirely.

The big freight rate controversy that end- 
ed last February in the interstate commerce 
commission refusing to allow the general 
advance proposed by the railroads would 
probably have been avoided if the operating 
men had kept out of it, said John M. Glenn, 
secretary of the Illinois Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation in an address yesterday before 
the Chicago Transportation association. 

Mr. Glenn addressed the association at its 
monthly luncheon at the Great Northern 
hotel. He was asked to speak because the 
members wanted to bear something from 
„the other side didn't want to be fed 
sugar-coated pills,“ as was said in intro- 
ducing him. 

“If we could have dealt with the traffic 
men.“ Mr. Glenn argued, we could have 
reached a conclusion out of court. That 
would have meant a compromise—and 3 
compromise would have given the railroads 
something. 


Operating Officials Blunder. 

As it was, the operating men were never 
able to show why they needed the money 
and they have not yet quit talking about It. 
They do not seem to know thet the railroad 
presidents do not own the roads—that they 
are owned by the public. 
“ I will venture the assertion that the rail- 
road securities held by the manufacturers 
of the country are greater than those tied 
up in their own plants. 
“The trouble with the railroads in the 
recent controversy was that the public had 
lost confidence in the management. Weare 
not anxious to have the government regu- 
late our business and we do not like to have 
the government regulate the railroads, ex- 
cept insofar as it is absolutely necessary.
